Subject: 1003 Flexibility Waivers

I.  Basis for Agency Review
During the 2020 legislative session, the Indiana General Assembly enacted P.L. 92-2020,
which, in relevant part, permits a school or group of schools to apply to the State Board
of Education (Board) for flexibility and to waive compliance with various provisions set
forth in Title 20 of the Indiana Code and Title 511 of the Indiana Administrative Code.
The flexibility is provided in the form of a 1003 Flexibility Waiver.

Il.  Requests for 1003 Flexibility Waivers under IC 20-31-4.1-4
To obtain a 1003 Flexibility Waiver, schools must submit an application that includes the
following:!

(1) A list of one or more provisions in Title 20 of the Indiana Code and/or Title
511 of the Indiana Administrative Code the school or group of schools is requesting
the Board waive.

(2) The specific goal(s) and/or outcome(s) the school or group of schools
intends to achieve by waiving the provisions identified in the application.

(3) An explanation of how the specific goal(s) and/or outcome(s) the school
or group of schools intends to achieve are likely to be achieved by waiving
compliance with the provisions identified in the application.

(4) The performance benchmarks and data that will be used to determine
whether the specific goal(s) and/or outcome(s) identified by the school or
group of schools have been achieved.

(5) A resolution adopted by the governing body of the school or group
of schools authorizing the submission of the 1003 Flexibility Waiver
application.

After reviewing a school’s 1003 Flexibility Waiver request, the Board may grant the
school a waiver if the Board determines (1) that the waiver request is related to a
specific goal or outcome of the school or group of schools?, and (2) that granting the
waiver will likely:3

(1) Improve student performance and outcomes.

(2) Offer the school or group of schools making the request flexibility in the
administration of educational programs or improve the efficiency of school
operations.

(3) Promote innovative educational approaches to student learning; or
(4) Advance the mission or purpose of the school or group of schools.

In other words, if the Board determines that a waiver request is not related to a specific
goal or outcome of the school or group of schools, the request cannot be granted, and the
waiver must be denied. Additionally, if the Board determines that granting a waiver is
unlikely to improve student performance and outcomes; offer the school or group of
schools making the request flexibility in the administration of educational programs or
improve the efficiency of school operations; promote innovative educational approaches
to student learning; or advance the mission or purpose of the school or group of schools,
the request cannot be granted, and the waiver must be denied. Finally, IC 20-31-4.1-7
contains a list of provisions that may not be waived. Thus, a request to waive any of the
provisions enumerated in IC 20-31-4.1-7 cannot be granted and must ultimately be
denied.

Instructional Day Requirements?*

The school corporations listed below are requesting flexibility to waive the statutory minimum
requirements outlined in 1C 20-30-2-2 (Instructional Time) and count instructional days that do
not meet this requirement towards the 180-day minimum outlined in IC 20-30-2-3 (School Year).
Each school corporation has a unique purpose for their request, but all generally center around the
ability to facilitate job-embedded professional development within the existing teacher contract.
In exchange for this flexibility, each school corporation listed below commits to facilitating at least
the equivalent number of minutes/hours of instruction to what is required in Indiana law. Each
school corporation will accomplish this by lengthening the school day to make up for lost
instructional time during a delayed start or early dismissal day.

NOTE: All school corporations in this section will continue to conduct 180 instructional days
and may only count three virtual instructional days towards the 180-day requirement.

4 some corporations in this section have requested a waiver of IC 20-30-2-3 (School Year) and IC 20-30-2-2
(Instructional Time). Upon review of these applications, the Indiana Department of Education (IDOE) determined
that the requested flexibility can be achieved through an instructional time waiver only and therefore recommends
that all corporations requesting a waiver of 1C 20-30-2-3 instead receive a waiver of IC 20-30-2-2.
